The letter will be sent to 
Ameritech and Southwestern 
Bell cellular divisions that 
operate in Madison County. 


Whipple states in the letter 
that he personally believes 911 
systems are not authorized by 
state law to accept cellular 
calls. 

But the board, led by Chair- 
man Terry Ford, decided not 
to threaten cutting off cellular 
911 calls -until asking politely 
for money from the compa- 
nies

Both victims at raceway had 


history of heart

Soaring temperatures apparently 
contributed to two deaths and caused 
19 other heat-related illnesses at Satur- 
day’s Gateway 300 stock car race, said 
Peté Wickham of Gateway Internation- 
al Raceway’s public relations depart- 
ment. 

All those taken ill were transported 
to St. Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City, where two were pro 
nounced dead, hospital officials said. 

John Mohl, director of communica- 
tions at St. Elizabeth Medical Center, 
said the dead men were Stephen Has- 
kall of Maplewood, Mo., and Bradley 
Deien of Breese. 

“They were both very young (in 
their 40s),”’ Mohl said. ‘‘They (the 





problems 


deaths) were heart attacks very likely 
exacerbated by the heat, but no one 
can say for sure that it was."’ 

Madison County Coroner Dalla 
Burke verified that both the deaths 
were caused by heart attacks. 

“It may have been heat stress,” 
Burke said. ‘‘Heat may have had 
something to do with it, but they had 
some (heart problems} history, too. 
One of the men walked all the way to 
the ambulance, complaining of heart 
pains.”’ 

Two other people at the raceway Sat- 
urday were driven by ambulance to 
Barnes Jewish Hospital in St. Louis. 

As of Sunday night, one had been 
admitted and the other was still under- 
going evaluations, hospital officials 


said,

Monks Mound will be closed 


Monks Mound, the 100-foot 
prehistoric earthen structure 
at Cahokia Mounds State His- 
toric Site near Collinsville, will 
be closed to the public through 
November for work that will 
replace the public stairway to 
the top and to repair areas of 
slumping. 

The public may still view 
Monks Mound, but may not 
walk to the top or around the 
mound while work is under 
way. 

Monks Mound is the largest 
prehistoric earthwork in the 
western hemisphere, and its 
base covers more than 14 
acres. It was built in many 
stages between A.D. 900 and 
1200. by Indians of the Missis- 
sippian culture, and from a 
huge structure on top the chief 
would rule Cahokia and the 
surrounding region. More than 
400,000 people visit Cahokia 
Mounds every year to see 
Monks Mound, the award-win- 
ning Interpretive Center, and 
the many other mounds that 
occupy the historic site, which 
is administered by the Illinois 
Historic Preservation Agency. 

Womack Brothers Excavat- 
ing of Lenzburg, Illinois, the 
successful bidder, will replace 
the stairway and repair the 
slump for $740,300. Archaeolo- 
gy work that must be done as 
Part of the project will be a 
separate cost which cannot be

determined in advance. The 
work is being administered by 
the Illinois Capital Develop- 
ment Board, which manages 
all state construction projects. 

Over the years, Monks 
Mound suffered from surface 
erosion, including gullies that 
had formed where tourist 
trails once wound up its slopes. 
In the early 1980s, wooden 
steps were built up the front 
by the Youth Conservation 
Corps in the same location 
where evidence suggests the 
Mississippians had their stair- 
ways. Though made of treated 
wood, the steps deteriorated 
and have been rebuilt twice 


and repaired many other 
times. 
Rainwater has eroded 


beneath the stairs, undermin- 
ing’ the stairs and causing 
them to shift and sink in sever- 
al locations. The spreading and

Slumps develop when cracks 
penetrate deep into the mound 
and whose sections slide down 
and away. In 1984, following 
three very wet years, slumps 
occurred on the east and west 
sides of the mound. The east 
was filled in with new dirt and 
stabilized, but the west slump 
occurred in an area that could 
not be repaired the same way. 
The western slump stabilized 
after dropping two to three 
feet, but it slumped again in 
1994-1995, dropping up to eight 
feet in places and spreading at 
the base like an earthen gla- 
cier. 

To help preserve the. mound 
from further deterioration, a 
new technology will ‘be 
employed that involves install- 
ing four horizontal drains in 
the mound to relieve the inter- 
nal water buildup that is the 
ultimate cause of the slumps. 
Cracks will be filled with sand, 
covered with a geosynthetic 
clay liner, and topped with a 
compacted fine grain soil to 
prevent direct water intrusion 
at these points. 

These repairs projects should 
be complete some time in 
November. No one will be 
admitted to Monks Mound dur- 
ing this time due to safety and 
security concerns. However,

Will honor late science 


Some of the lush green acres of Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville will become 
more soon as work starts on the Donal 
G. Myer Arboretum. = 

‘About 28 acres of land between the Delyte 
Morris Bikeway, Tower Lake Road and Univer- 
sity Drive are being set aside in the memory of 
Myer, a science professor who taught 32 years 
at SIUE. Myer died in 1990. 

The area is a mixture of grassland, woods 
and wetlands. University workers will plant 
trees throughout the area and create a le 

arden of indigenous plants, including tall bell- 

lowers, trillium, w and phlox, trout lily and 
dwarf larkspur, said Nancy Parker, associate 
professor of biology at SIUE. 


“People will be able to passively enjoy this 
portion of our 2,660-acre campus. I am really 
pleased with these plantings. It is really a jew- 
el,’’ said Daniel Sullivan, director of major 
gifts for the STUE Foundation. 

**(The arboretum) will be a low-maintenance 
design, not: as manicured as you’d expect at 
Shaw’s Botanical Garden (in St. Louis),” Sulli- 
van said. 3 

Plans are to construct an entry plaza and 
azebo-style pavilion at the entry near the 
ikeway, a 60-foot bridge and 60-foot raised 


walkway over a pond, an 18-foot- aerator 
fountain and 20 granite benches being con- 
structed in Georgia.

Roll pasta into flavorful bit of dough 


On busy nights when I 
have little time for cooking, 
TI often rely on some form of 
pasta as a quick and easy 
main dish. 

Like other Americans, I 
use pasta more than ever 
before because it is easy to 
prepare, rich in complex 
carbohydrates, high in pro- 
tein and not fattening. In 
fact, in the past decade, 
consumption of pasta has 
increased almost 50 per- 
cent. 

All pastas, regardless of 
shape or size, have one 
thing in common. They are 
all made from a dough 
made from ground wheat 
and water. After all, 
“pasta” means “paste” in 
Italian. It may be hard to 
believe this simple food 
could be nutritious, yet a 
one-cup serving of spaghet- 
ti has almost as much pro- 
tein as a whole egg. 

In the past few months, I 
have had fun experiment- 


ing with the many new flavored pastas appearing on the 
ever-expanding pasta aisle in the grocery store. 
Trendy-sounding names — like smoked salmon farfalle,

It’s not hard to make flavored pasta at home. Any veg- 








etable puree — such as 
spinach, tomatoes or beets 
— and seasonings like saf- 
fron, garlic and cracked 
pepper can be added to the 
flour-and-water mixture. A 
general rule of thumb is to 
add six tablespoons puree 
for each 1-1/2 cups flour. 

Having a pasta machine 
makes rolling and shaping 
pasta easier, but hand 
rolling is a fun-filled experi- 
‘ence. I have found that 
working with a small 
amount of dough at one 
time and keeping the 
remaining dough covered is 
the key to maintaining a 
workable dough: 

Roll the dough lightly on 
a large, flat surface until it 
becomes the desired uni- 
form thinness, about 1/16- 
inch thick or until almost 
translucent and elastic. Cut 
to a desired shape, then 
transfer to a lightly floured 
towel to rest while rolling 
and cutting the remaining 


dough. Fresh pasta takes only 2 to 3 minutes to cook in 4

Fiber also is important in 
good intestinal health, so can prevent 
problems like constipation. 

On average, an American adult 
eats 15 grams of fiber daily. The 
American Heart Association recom- 
mends twice that amount to reap the 
full benefits. Fiber-rich foods are easy 
to find. Fruits and vegetables, oats 
and beans, whole-grain cereals and 
breadsemake easy, delicious choices. 
The key to eating more of them is to 
keep them convenient.

vor consistent. Leaves vary by the location where they 
row. In China, a leaf is usually small, about 1-inch 
ong, whereas an Assam leaf may be as long as three 

inches 

“As with producing a proper grape for wine, we need 
to be concerned with things such as soil, temperature, 
humidity and the region’s amount of rainfall,” he says. 

He suggests anyone can be a taste tester with bulk 
tea. 

“Most long-time tea drinkers probably are familiar 
with black tea,” he says. He suggests they explore green 
or oolong for taste differences 

“Their flavor, color and aroma are more subtle than 
black tea.” 

It is obvious immediately as it steeps. The brewed 
color of the other two ranges from nearly clear to yel- 
low to transparent green. They should not be over- 
steeped, because the unprocessed leaves are more deli- 
cate than black leaves. 

A small teapot is the perfect size for making a few 
cups at a time. Traditionally pots were made of cast 
iron and clay. Making’ excess tea is not necessary, 
Kendzior says, because it should be freshly brewed with 
fresh tap water. The British drink tea with subtle 
amounts of sugar or milk. 

For those who like to linger over tea, a cup with a 
heat-retaining lid is a good acquisition. Otherwise, a 
saucer can be laid on top of the cup. Steep tea at least 
three minutes. After three to five minutes, if the taste is 
too strong, it can be diluted by pouring out a little and 
adding more hot water. 

To get black tea leaves to the market, plucked leaves 
are withered on racks to rid them of excess moisture, 
rolled to release enzymes, then fermented under tem- 
perature and humidity controls. Finally, they are dried. 

Green tea leaves are steamed or heated, preventing 
fermentation, then rolled and dried. 

Oolong comes from. a half-way process. Leaves are 
wilted naturally. Processors interrupt fermentation by 
stirring leaves in heated pans, then rolling them. 

Although tea is at the mercy of the weather, unlike 
coffee, it has been blessed recently with sunny skies. 
Global tea production last year rose to its highest level 
ever, according to the International Tea Committee.
